Indeed, the 
MM who objecDi is a rebel; ho is dis- 
loyal. 

How coiil. 1 a man be interested in these 
worthless abstractions? It is plaiu to 
them be is not.

The life of the nation they atlect to Is.

It 
is not in an observance of its charter, and

They 
asVMT respected its cardinal flmfrMM. as 
written down in its charter, and they feel 
a ccntempt for the n-strictions on power 
tint that charter imposes; and it is im- 
paastble to <<»nvince them that anyone 
i'lv reo;irds these doctrines except for a 
imrty purpose. Our private opinion is. 
that such a party is incapable «.f sustain- 
ing any (iovernment. A party that can 
see n. .thing to sustain in a Constitution, 
except it be for a parly object, and noth- 
ing to regard but for such an object, must 
neii'ssarily breed rebellions. 

Th<- idea of supporting a (■overnment 
0*W i» continent, with a more than regal, 
almost or <piite unlimited power at Wash- 
ington, thrusting itself into the local con- 
cerns of states, and undertaking to propa- 
gate ideas of a majority in all l<x-aliiien, 
is the very cardinal idea of a despotism. 
Our Uovernment, with the granted pow- 
ers of the I nited States and the sacredly 
reserved rights of States, is not a mere 
i technical affair. It is a necessity to the 
l>erpetuity of such a Government, So our 
lathers thought, and they were not mis- 
taken. No central government, with un- 
limitis! power over a continent with such 
diversified interests and ideas, can exist 
long. It has been tried often enough. 
All free governments must lie founded on 
the. oiisont of the governed, or sooner or 
lal- r it will fall to pieces. We escaped 
disunion this time, when a rebellion 
started upon the idea that a large section 
of the Union was to lie ruled without 
: heir consent and h gainst their interests. 
Our enormous debt admonishes us that 
we can't rejieat the process in another 
such struggle. All is safe just now, ex- 
wpt the Constitution. There is no rebell- 
ion likely to come just now. But if we 
are to have these irregular authorities, 
perpetually conflicting, military suprem- 
acy, and this perpetual forcing of offen- 
sive measures, another~rebellion is but a 
question of time. Yet the dominant 
party. Hushed with victory, and with the 
success of tueir party ideas, see no dan- 
gers. They sneer at all who venture to 
insist on what have always ljeen deemed 
the essentials of civil liberty, and at doc- 
trines that are a necessity to the perpetu- 
itvofthis Government; yet it is certain 
that their supremacy, unless tin y change 
their practices, and this Union, can't long 
live together.
